Uplanders May May Pay 


Edison Rate 
Boost Sought 


A rate increase that will aver- 
age about 25 cents a month for 
each Upland consumer has been 
aakes by the Soythern California 


Mdison Co., from the Public Util- 
ities corporation. 
Wiiliam K. Dunkle, district 


manager here, said there are about 
2.000 local consumers. If granted, 
the new rate would mean an ap- 
proximate increase. of $750 a 
month from Uplanders. 

On an annual basis the increase 
would result in a $16,000,000 in- 
crease in the company’s gross rev- 
enue. This is the first time in 31 
years the company has sought a 


|rate inerease, it was explained. 


“Tt is very imperative this ap- 
plication should be filed at this 
time,” W. C. Mullendore, Edison 
company president, said. “A rate 
inerease for us is inescapabie in 
the light of the continuing in- 
crease in the cost of everything 
that goes into electric service. 

“We must revise our rates so 
we will be able to maintain our 
high standard of service to our 
customers, to meet the require- 
ments of new customers and, in 
general, to keep up with the grow- 
ing load that has come upon the 
company with the increase in pop- 
ulation and business activity in 
Southern and Central California. 

“tt is not possible for the Ed- 
ison company to stand still.

During an 
meeting of the com- 
mission, various members €x- 
pressed approval of the one-acre 
minimum for the area when the 
property is developed for resi- 
dential purposes. 

No expressions were offered in 
support of the five-acre restric- 
tions. 

One of several public meetings 
to be held before the proposed 
zone plan is adopted, the Thurs- 
day meeting discussion empha- 
sized that the “Eliot Plan” was 





planning and that expressions 
from residents and officials may 
eventually result in a plan ac- 
ceptable to everyone.
